No. 1 grade plants, 
budded on our own special strain of Multi- 
flora Japonica root stock for extra vigor and 
long life, and for a strong fiberous root 
system. 


If any rose purchased fails to start growing 
the first Spring after being properly planted 
and cared for, we will replace free of charge. 
This free replacement policy does not include 
packing and shipping charges, which is 50c 
per plant. Any claims for adjustment must be 
made with us on or before July Ist on pur- 
chases made the preceding Fall or Spring. In 
no event will we be liable for more than. the 
Original purchase price. 


NOTE: We should not be expected to replace 
stock that you have neglected, planted in a 
wet place, subjected to 2-4-D or that has 
been destroyed by extreme weather condi- 
tions. 


SHIPPING—Our new rose crop is available 
about November Ist, at which time we com- 
mence shipping, and continue through the 
first of May for colder areas.
